These are bush Roses producing clusters of 
bloom without interruption from early summer 
until late frosts. They are all very easy to grow 
and exceptionally hardy. Besides using them 
informally in beds, plant Floribundas in the 
foreground of hardy shrub borders. As a hedge, 
they are a very fine substitute for the more 
common privet and barberry. 


Plant Floribundas 15 to 18 inches apart and 
prune lightly to the desired height, removing 
old flower clusters and thinning out dead wood. 
They grow 2 to 21% feet tall.
